C HRISTIAN pacifist work was 
never more needed or more re¬ 
warding than now. Kirby Page, who is 
constantly in circulation, called this to 
our attention a few months ago. Act¬ 
ing on his suggestion, we now have 
much evidence that this is true. In the 
last 16 months, under the threat of im¬ 
mediate war, the British F.O.R. has 
gained 55% in membership, its organ¬ 
ized community groups have increased 
from 130 to 225, its financial strength 
has grown until it now has a regional 
secretary in each of the principal areas 
of England. 

In response to the Council’s appeal 
to “Bear Your Witness Now” during 
March and April over 600 new mem¬ 
bers were received into the American 
Fellowship—an increase in two months 
larger than the average for a year. 
More than that, in hundreds of com¬ 
munities, courageous witness to the 
“better way” is being borne by men 
and women working against great odds. 
The inner strength that comes to sus¬ 
tain them is beginning to have the 
quality that has shown itself in the 
persecuted Confessional Church in 
Germany. The approach of war does 
not diminish pacifism: instead it drives 
people out of untenable middle of the 
road positions. Most of them succumb 
to what an eminent psychiatrist calls 
the “mass flight from reality” which is 
going on now. But a resolute minority 
become pacifist.

member of the F.O.R. should spend 
them with utmost economy and wis¬ 
dom. As a suggestion for cooperative 
work, we ask each member’s help in 
the following project. 

1. To participate in a retreat in 
which adequate time is set aside for 
real prayer for peace and justice. If 
others do not call it, let each person 
act on his own initiative. It does not 
matter if the meeting is not large. God 
is no celestial politician, who must 
count noses before knowing what to dol 

2. In the light which comes from 

prayer, we urge each such group to 
ask itself, “What more can we do to 
save peace ?” (See legislative recom¬ 

mendations on p. 10.) 

3. They should also consider, “What 
shall we do if war comes?” Members 
will soon be scattered on vacations or 
elsewhere. They must keep themselves 
from being isolated if war comes. Com¬ 
munications may be cut off. Plan how 
and when to meet if this happens, how 
to continue your witness, how to bear 
the burdens of those who suffer. 

4. Finally, we should plan our next 
step in case war does not come. Next 
fall we want to hold a series of regional 
Christian pacifist conferences through¬ 
out the country. These will be pre¬ 
liminary to a National Christian Pac¬ 
ifist Conference early in 1940. Where 
should the fall conference be held in 
your region? What can you do to make 
it possible? Prayer, initiative and work 
are needed now.—H. E. F.

Vermonter Refuses to Pay V s * 
Income Tax for War 

Refusal to pay state income tax of 
$30 on the ground that the money was 
being used by the government for prep¬ 
arations for war was the step taken by 
James S. Clark, former minister of 
Brattleboro, Vermont on March 24. 
Declaring that “the citizen has no re¬ 
course except rebellion” when “the 
state is wrong,” Mr. Clark said, “I 
will gladly spend a few years at Wind¬ 
sor prison if necessary to justify my 
convictions. I am not against the in¬ 
come tax law as such. . . . But 

I am against the state, federal and 
local, as now conducted. A vast part 
of their income goes to the maintenance 
of the war machine. The whole modern 
force program of the state is wrong. 
War is based on a misconception of the 
forces which contrdl human conduct. 
It is absolutely medieval and un- 
Christian.” ' 

No Criminal Action 

Tax Commissioner E. M. Harvey 
said that no criminal action would be 
taken against Mr. Clark, but that the 
Vermont law provided for attachment 
of property for non-payment. 

In response to an inquiry from Fel¬ 
lowship, Mr. Clark wrote on April 10, 
“As yet the state has not followed up 
the matter but I expect at any time 
to have my property assessed for quite 
a sum in excess of the original tax as 
a fine for evasion. I am hoping that the 
F.O.R. may perhaps see in my refusal 
a way to bring the government into 
the open and thus to challenge the 
whole military program. Who can es¬ 
timate what an effect would be made 
by the willingness of a few to go to 
Atlanta if necessary as witnesses to 
their faith? The English dissenters 
pointed the way. And Gandhi has 
shown it for our time. 

“The State is on the wrong road. 
Its continually greater employment of 
force and more drastic penalties to keep 
her own citizens in line, and of terror¬ 
ism to compel other nations to beware, 
is entirely unworthy of the modern 
Christian state. All its virtues are 
swallowed up in this fundamental, all- 
consuming vice. The state is pagan. 
The early church refused to bow to 
Caesar. Shall we so bow?”

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1st of the Republican Cortes of 1936, might have re¬ 
vealed with sufficient authority to be believed. Repub¬ 
lican Spain will not know what happened to the Spanish 
treasury of 500 odd tons of gold that were deposited 
outside of Spain, nor how this gold was spent, how 
much remains, nor the whereabouts or names under 
which these deposits were made, a fact of the greatest 
importance, and which perhaps will also explain, why 
some may be, in an incomprehensible fashion, obstinate¬ 
ly clinging to power in spite of defeats and hostile public 
opinion, a hostility which reached its height with the 
very justified uprising of March, Nor will it know 
what has become of the rest of the wealth requisitioned 
by the Republic. Nor how, where and in what amounts 
the balance will or will not be invested. 

The Republic is dead, starved and bled to death by 
the acts of a government which for two years gave proof 
of the greatest imcompetence in the conduct of the war, 
in the maintenance of the civilian population and in the 
direction of international policy, to the extent that Spain 
in the course of its long and unhappy history was never 
in clumsier or more incompetent hands; but the super¬ 
structure has disappeared in a murky and mephitic cloud. 
When will the Spanish people be able to recover their 
faith in the integrity and capacity of their representa¬ 
tives, of their parties and organizations, and their hope 
in democracy? This is the most tragic side of this enor¬ 
mous tragedy. 

But I still hope that the light of repentance will en¬ 
lighten the conscience of those responsible for such 
great misfortunes, and that thev will voluntarily give up 
representing a people that violently and unequivocally 


repudiated them. In truth we lack a group of men that 
would represent revolutionary Spain, that Spain which 
stayed behind, on the other side of the Pyrenees, under 
the lash of totalitarian tyranny, and also that Spain that 
is suffering in the concentration camps in France with 
only the hope of being able to scatter themselves all 
over the world. They represent Spain and not those 
whose defeat was complete. And those who least of all 
can claim to do so, are the Communists and their ac¬ 
complices, a party which the whole of Europe, except 
Stalinist Russia, will soon sweep off its political map, 
as a foreign and unassimilable body, in the service of 
a foreign state, as it did formerly with the Society of 
Jesus. 

I had hoped that the Standing Committee would pro¬ 
duce the first nucleus of representatives of Revolution¬ 
ary Spain. I was wrong. The Standing Committee pre¬ 
ferred to commit suicide by tying itself to the corpse 
of a former government that ceased to exist when the 
constitutional bases of the Presidency of the Republic 
and of the Cortes themselves disappeared, and above all 
when it was kicked and driven from power by the Re¬ 
publican army and people. Let it rest in peace! As for 
myself, I refuse to continue to participate in this mor¬ 
tuary assembly. I also waive every right and favor that 
might come to me in the future as deputy to the defunct 
Republican Cortes. 

Accept the greetings of a Socialist, more revolutionary 
today than ever, after the sad counter-revolutionary ex¬ 
perience of our Republic and of our war.

The New Deal and Labor

D URING the last thirty odd years when the Ameri¬ 
can people have been confronted with a social 
problem, they have, in general sought not a funda¬ 
mental solution to that problem, but some "political 
Messiah” possessed of a silvery tongue or a catchy 
shibboleth, to lead them out of the economic wilder¬ 
ness into the promised land. 

In 1904, anxious to slay the "malefactors of great 
wealth,” they sent to the White House Theodore Roose¬ 
velt, with his promise of the "Square Deal.” Teddy 
Roosevelt, once in office as a result of their suffrage, 
divided trusts into good trusts and bad trusts; blessed 
the good trusts and found it practically impossible to 
discover the bad trusts,. The "malefactors of great 
wealth” continued to flourish, the inequalities of wealth 
and opportunities continued to exist and the country, 
under Roosevelt’s "Square Deal,” soon found itself in 
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the midst of the twentieth century’s period of hard times. 

In 1912, after four years of Roosevelt and four years 
of his phlegmatic successor, William Howard Taft, the 
American people turned to Professor Woodrow Wilson, 
slayer of Princeton fraternities and herald of "the New 
Freedom,” as the "political Messiah” of his decade. 
They elected Professor Wilson President of the United 
States, but instead of attaining a new freedom, were 
plunged into the World War, and witnessed the lynch¬ 
ing of the Constitution, the destruction of hundreds of 
workers’ organizations, and the increasing concentra¬ 
tion of industrial control into the hands of the few. 

Then followed the period when the people became 
tired of "Messiahs”; when they sought the lowest 
common denominators among Presidential candidates; 
elected Warren Gamaliel Harding, leader of the Ohio 
gang, the chief Executive of the nation; were confronted 
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with the most corrupt national administration since the 
Reconstruction period after the Civil War; and, later 
nauseated with the "normalcy" of Harding, sought a 
provincial and niggardly New Englander — Calvin 
Coolidge — to restore some semblance of honesty and 
economy to the national government. Next in suc¬ 
cession came the "great engineer” with his promise of 
two chickens in every pot and two automobiles in every 
garage. 

No sooner was Engineer Hoover in office than people 
began to talk of two pots for every chicken and two 
garages for every automobile. We found ourselves 
plunged into the greatest.depression in American his¬ 
tory, with from 13,500,000 to more than 15,000,000 
jobless throughout the land. 

Then emerged the new "political Messiah,” Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, with his magnetic radio voice and 
his "New Deal.” Here indeed maintained many, was 
a man, whose philosophy of enlightened, regulated, 
progressive, planned capitalism would bring to the 
American people security, social justice and plenty. 

Roosevelt swept the country in 1932. He swept it 
again in 1936. We are now in the seventh year of his 
administration. 

During the New Deal Administration, certain ad¬ 
vances have been made. We have greatly extended 
federal home relief, timidly initiated in the latter days 
of the Hoover Administration. We have seen the de¬ 
velopment of an extensive public works program. We 
have witnessed the beginning of a social insurance sys¬ 
tem, though a system which every student of social 
security regards as utterly inadequate and faulty in the 
extreme. We have seen some advances in public own¬ 
ership of hydroelectric energy, in regional planning, in 
public housing, in conservation and in collective bar¬ 
gaining. 

Many of these measures—particularly those for the 
encouragement of collective bargaining—have been of 
much value to the masses of the people. 

And yet, under the New Deal, as under the Old 
Deal, nothing fundamental has been done to get at the 
root causes of insecurity. American industry is in the 
hands of the few. A few hundred giant corporations 
under the Roosevelt regime, as under the Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover administrations, control the major 
part of the wealth of the corporations in the United 
States and are constantly seeking the domination of 
the political and cultural, as well as the economic life 
of the nation. 

Under the New Deal, as under the Old, industry is 
run for profit. The owners of industry are rewarded 
on the basis of the amount they own, not the amount 
they contribute in useful service to the industrial and 
cultural advance of the country. The few live in luxury; 
the many in want. Summarizing the results of a WPA 
nation-wide survey conducted under the supervision of 
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the United States Bureau ot Home Economics and the 
United States Bureau of Labor Statistics in cooperation 
with the National Resources Committee, the Resources 
Committee reported that, in 1935-36, "14% of all fam 
ilies received less than $500 during the year studied; 
42% received less than $1000, 65% less than 1500 and 
87% less than $2500. Above the $2500 level, there 
were about 10% with incomes up to $5000, about 2% 
receiving between $5000 and $10,000, and only 1% 
with incomes of $100,000 or more.” * 

Dealing with the gross inequalities in income dis¬ 
tribution, the National Resources Board brought out 
the fact that "the 42% of families with incomes under 
$1000 received less than 16% of the aggregates, while 
the 3% with incomes of $5000 and over received 21% 
of the total. The incomes of the top 1 % accounted for 
a little over 13% of the aggregate.” < There is little 
reason to believe that these figures are much different 
in the year 1939, for, while the national income in¬ 
creased from 1936 from 62.4 billions to 70 billion dol¬ 
lars, it took a dip again in 1938 to 61 billion, not far 
from the 1936 level. 

Under the New Deal, as under the Old, unemploy¬ 
ment continued to haunt the lives of millions of our 
people. Unemployment was less, it is true, than during 
the Spring of 1933, when Roosevelt first took hold of 
the reins of government. But today, despite all of the 
measures of the New Deal—six years after the Roose¬ 
velt administration took office—there are still from 
10,000,000 to 12,000,000 outside of the pale of private 
enterprise. 

Socialists were one hundred per cent for the addi¬ 
tional appropriation of $150,000,000 for the WPA de¬ 
manded by the President. They opposed the unenlight¬ 
ened reduction of this appropriation by reactionaries in 
the House and the Senate. But Socialists maintain that, 
even if the appropriation remained at its original figure, 
it would leave millions upon millions without work and 
only a step removed from utter want. 

The orginators of the New Deal looked to New Deal 
legislation as a means of bringing about a balance be¬ 
tween production and consumption. They looked for¬ 
ward to establishing under capitalism living wages and 
sustained employment. In the honeymoon days, in the 
Spring of 1933, New Deal supporters promised to put 
6,000,000 jobless back to work by the Fall. 

The administration’s program of federal relief, of 
public works, of collective bargaining, etc., and of bank 
reform may have saved capitalism, in those jittery days 
of 1933, from a complete collapse. But it has utterly 
failed to bring about security or high living standards. 
At present writing the curve of business is on the down¬ 
ward curve again, and the future is an uncertain one. 

* National Resources Committee, Consumer Incomes in the U* S., Wash¬ 
ington, 1938. p. 2-3. In 1929, Brookings Institute declared that 42% 
of the families of the countries received an income of $1,500 a year or 
less. During the depression, living standards shrank tremendously. 
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Despite the failure of the New Deal measures to 
grapple successfully with the industrial crisis, now in 
its tenth year, there seems no indication that Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s intention is to experiment along more funda¬ 
mental lines. This is due partly to the President’s utter 
unwillingness to make a frontal attack upon capitalism 
itself, which he has declared time and time again that 
he wishes to preserve. The slowing down of Roosevelt’s 
program is likewise due in part to Republican opposi¬ 
tion, and to the opposition within his own party, dom¬ 
inated as it is in many parts of the country by reactionary 
industrialists and corrupt machine politicians. Many of 
the young social idealists who joined the administration 
in the early days, furthermore, are now on the outside 
looking in, having been forced out of their jobs by the 
Democratic politicians, having left in disgust at the 
vacillating character of the administration’s policies, or 
having grown tired of the inevitable political maneuver¬ 
ing which their retention of office was entailing. 

From now to the end of the term, advanced New 
Deal legislation is likely to be put pretty much in cold 
storage. Roosevelt will undoubtedly become militant on 
certain issues such as that of restoring his $150,000,000 
WPA appropriation. He may favor some increases in 
housing and health appropriations, but it is not likely 
that he will work for legislation which will disturb the 
status quo. 

On the other hand, he will continue to pound away 
on armament economics. He will urge larger and larger 
appropriations for airplanes, battle ships, submarines, 
army equipment, espionage service. Consciously or un¬ 
consciously, he will draw the nation’s attention away 
from the unemployment, the desperately low living 
standards and fascist trends at home, and direct the

And more of same. By the time this appears in print 
every reader of the newspapers and periodicals must be 
acutely aware of the fact that there is going on a con¬ 
sistent and unrelenting effort not only to wipe out the 
labor gains of recent years, but to break the labor move¬ 
ment in the United States. In this campaign it becomes 
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workers* attention to fascist dictatorships abroad. He 
may, if the American people are not alert, plunge Amer¬ 
ica into another World War, as his predecessor, Presi¬ 
dent Wilson, plunged this country, with idealistic 
phrases, into the hell of the World War. 

In the meanwhile the masses will not be able, with 
their low incomes, to buy the goods that industry can 
produce. The country will not be able, as in the past, 
to arrive at new peaks of prosperity through the settle¬ 
ment of new parts of the country. Capitalism will con¬ 
tinue to flounder and unemployment will continue to 
plague the American people. Under these conditions, 
it is up to the workers of hand and brain in America 
to work out their own philosophy of social change; to 
seek not another political Messiah, but to seek, through 
their own political and economic organizations, a new, 
a cooperative order of industrial society. 

During the last generation or more, as we have seen, 
the workers have been lulled into a false sense of se¬ 
curity by their political leaders. They have been told 
that they didn’t need to organize. They didn’t need to 
do their own thinking. They needed only to follow— 
goose step like—a leader engaged in hypnotizing them 
with some magical phrase—the Square Deal, the New 
Freedom, Normalcy, the New Deal, etc.—and all would 
be well. They have followed leaders into industrial 
collapse, into militarism, into war. 

It is high time that the workers by hand and brain 
followed another path. It is high time that they built 
up their own party. It is high time that they began to 
uproot the causes of poverty and unemployment and 
war. It is high time that they began to build for So¬ 
cialism—to build before it is too late.

fairly obvious that industry, operating in close collabo¬ 
ration with big agriculture—such as the Associated 
Farmers of the West Coast, and receiving the venal 
cooperation of reactionary politicians and newly cre¬ 
ated stooge organizations such as the Wisconsin and 
Illinois Councils of Agriculture—is leading a deter¬ 
mined drive to wipe out recent labor legislative gains, 
and especially the C.I.O. 

In this drive a major share of the responsibility must 
be borne by the Federal and Supreme Courts because 
of the Apex Hosiery and Fansteel steel workers de¬ 
cisions. No one who is concerned with the continuation, 
to say nothing of the progressive growth, of the labor 
movement in the United States, can afford to ignore 
what is undoubtedly a major trend in current life. Un¬ 
fortunately, even though the American Federation of 
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Labor Teamsters Union is the butt of the attack in 
New England, the A.F. of L. has not yet seen fit to plan 
its own counter offensive or to join with the C.I.O. in 
a joint defensive against these reactionary drives. 

The action planned by Republic Steel, almost on the 
second anniversary of the Chicago Memorial Day mas¬ 
sacre for which Tom Girdler and Mayor Kelly—recently 
supported by the Communist Party and the C.I.O. in 
the current mayoralty campaign—are largely respon¬ 
sible, follows closely upon similar action by the New 
England Truckers Association. Both look with satis¬ 
faction upon the refusal of Federal Judge William 
Kirkpatrick to set aside the treble damage verdict in 
the suit of the Apex Hosiery Company against Branch 
No. 1 of the American Federation of Hosiery Workers. 

It may be useful in this connection to review briefly 
that case. Branch No. 1 led a sit-down, one among 
hundreds of such strikes during the organizing drive 
of 1937. The strike was settled, but the Company took 
the case to the courts, and under the questionable pro¬ 
visions of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act were awarded 
treble damages as a penalty imposed upon the Union. 
And so the Company, unless the decision is set aside 
by the Supreme Court, is to receive $711,932.55! 

Every student of labor history is aware of the setting 
of this case. The Sherman Anti-Trust Act was passed 
in the early 90’s of the last century. It was directed ex¬ 
clusively at large scale industry which, acting in restraint 
of trade, created monopoly. About ten years after the 
passage of the act, D. E. Loewe and Company of Dan¬ 
bury, Connecticut, brought suit against the United Hat¬ 
ters of America on August 31, 1902. The case went 
to the Supreme Court, and finally the highest court of 
the land ruled that the boycott action of the union was 
a conspiracy in the restraint of trade and thus made it 
possible for the courts to find the Union guilty when 
the case came to trial in October, 1909. A $74,000 
verdict was brought in against the Union which, under 
the existing provisions of the trebling clause of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act, made the damages and court 
costs amount to $232,240. 

Labor was alarmed as a result of this verdict and 
for years carried on a campaign designed to set aside 
the application of the Sherman Act to labor activities. 
Finally, in 1914, labor succeeded in having passed the 
Clayton Anti-Trust Act which declared that the labor 
of human beings is not a commodity and that therefore 
union organization can not be construed as a conspiracy 
in restraint of trade under the terms of the Sherman Act. 
Labor hailed the Clayton Act as its Magna Charta. It 
has a habit of hailing certain acts with this illustrious 
historical title, but such fullsome praise did not prevent 
courts in subsequent cases from whittling away at the 
Clayton Act until we find, as we do (today, that Judge 
Kirkpatrick completely ignores the Magna Charta of 
1914 in awarding damages to the Apex Hosiery Com- 
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pany, basing his verdict on the Sherman Act. 

The headlines which began this article are the patent 
results. Hardly had the nation’s press carried the story 
of the Philadelphia decision when similar suits were 
instituted. It is of course possible that the Supreme 
Court will not close its eyes to the fact that the Clayton 
Act expressly exempts labor from the provisions of the 
Sherman Act and therefore it must set aside the verdict 
of the lower court. But until and if it does this the 
hosiery workers, teamsters, steel workers and many 
others will find their unions involved in costly and 
expensive litigation which eats up the possibility of 
spending money on organization, and at ‘the same time 
endangers the free life of the union movement as a 
whole. 

To this dangerous threat to the labor movement must 
be added two other major efforts clearly etched on the 
national scene. 

The first comes from the recent action of the Supreme 
Court in the Fansteel 5 to 2 decision. I have examined 
that case from many angles and have written about it at 
some length in order to arouse a deep concern in the 
labor movement for the meaning of the Fansteel case. 
It may be useful to review it for the readers of the 
Socialist Review: 

After repeated but unsuccessful attemps to secure 
union recognition eighty workers staged a sit-down 
strike in Plants 3 and 5 of the Fansteel Metallurgical 
Company during the third week of February, 1937. 
During the days that followed they repulsed a gas attack 
by the county police of Lake County, Illinios. On Thurs¬ 
day, February 25, their representatives were meeting 
with Governor Horner . . . trying to bring about what 
the law of the land called "collective bargaining” under 
the National Labor Relations Act. On Friday morning, 
5:15 o’clock, the Lake County police brought to the 
gates of the plants a weird, tower-like contraption on 
wheels. From this, for ninety minutes they fired oh the 
sleeping sit-downers round after round of nausea, tear, 
and knock-out gas. Finally they routed the strikers, who 
were then smartly scolded by Governor Horner, Mayor 
Kelley of Chicago and the usual reactionary press of 
Chicago. 

The case went to the N.L.R.B., which after consider¬ 
able investigation judged the employers guilty of violat¬ 
ing the Act and ordered the workers reinstated. The 
company went to the courts, and now the Supreme Court 
by a 5 to 2 decision has reversed the stand of the N.R. 
L.B. Interestingly enough the Court majority could not 
set aside the findings of the N.R.L.B.: the company had 
engaged in "unfair labor practices” such as hiring labor 
spies, fostering a company union, issuing anti-union 
statements. But despite these findings it refused to 
allow the reinstatement of the sit-downers on the ground 
that these men had violated the law of seizure., Such

“England, France and America, 
the empire builders of the past, have 
sinned as much as the present dic¬ 
tators are sinning. 

"Through their acts of aggression 
and conquest, tho democracies have 
set the example which is being fol¬ 
lowed today by HHier, Mussolini and 
the war lords of Japan; they are 
therefore largely to blame for the 
world’s present war crisis. 

"The best way to stop the dictators 
is not to war against them, but rath¬ 
er to adopt a 'good for evil’ attitude. 
This would involve a confession of 
guilt for past conquests by England, 
France and America, and a readi¬ 
ness to discontinue such aggression 
and to break up the empires already 
created,” 


Pacifist Speaker Talks Here ) 



Kirby Page, widely known pacifist, 
made those declarations Sunday 
night at a city-wide church rally at 
First Methodist church, at which he 
said that war was not Christ’s in¬ 
strument for settling international 
disputes and that Christians who 
truly followed the teachings of 
Jesus could have no part in any fu¬ 
ture war. 

Would Fight With Goodness 

“Jesus taught us,” said Page, "that 
goodness can overcome $vil, but 
that fighting evil with evil only mul¬ 
tiplies and strengthens the evil in 
the world. When we go to war to 
solve a problem, we meet evil with 
evil, build up more evil in a desire 
for revenge, and solve nothing.

Other groups manage to eat 
together cooperatively about once a 
week. 

“Most of the fellows are either mem¬ 
bers of the Fellowship of Reconciliation 
or contemplating membership. As such 
we keep in constant contact with Jeffrey 
Campbell, the secretary of the Fellow¬ 
ship of Reeoncilation for New England. 
Upon his suggestion we haye canvassed 
the student body and find sixty pacifists 
and fifteen members of the ‘F.O.R. ’ 
The pacifists arc those who after ma¬ 
ture thought have become conscientious 
objectors to all war. The conviction 
has grown upon many of them since the 
formation of our peace fellowship/’

Peace Union Says No War 

Determined that the President, Sen¬ 
ate and Congress of the United States 
shall be in no doubt as to their stand 
in these days of threatening war, the 
Women’s Peace Union of 4 Stone 
Street, New York, made public recently 
the statement, or pledge which their 
members are sending to Washington. 

It runs as follows:

There is Victory by the Sword 
Or Victory by the Spirit. 

One cannot have both! 

The Sword denies the Spirit. 

The Spirit must renounce the Sword. 
In the Name of the Spirit 
I renounce the use of the Sword 
For any purpose, at any time.”

Dear Sir: 

I am writing on behalf of the New 
York Group of the Fellowship of Rec¬ 
onciliation, which has several hundred 
members in Greater New York, many 
of them clergy and laymen of high 
standing in their various denomina¬ 
tions. We believe that there is great 
danger to our form of government and 
our American democratic way of life in 
a Bill H.R. 4865 which would deport 
all aliens “advocating any change in 
the American form of government.” 
The language is so vague that persons 
advocating the child labor amendment, 
for example, might come under its pro¬ 
visions. 

We are shocked also at the proposal 
in H.R. 5643 to set up places of deten¬ 
tion for aliens ordered deported for 
whom passports cannot be obtained 
from foreign governments. It would 
appear that such a bill would put our 
government in the position of cooper¬ 
ating with totalitarian governments 
abroad in providing concentration 
camps in this country for persons who 
have incurred the displeasure of these 
dictator regimes. 

This is so utterly contrary to the 
spirit which for many decades made 
the United States the haven for the 
oppressed of all nations, that it is our 
earnest hope that this bill may receive 
unanimous condemnation in Congress.

Six-Year-Old Tract Jails 
French Pacifist 

For circulating an anti-war tract 
first issued by him more than six years 
ago, along with several other leaflets 
of a similar nature, a French-Arabian 
pacifist, Sail Mohamed, recently was 
sentenced by a French court to serve 
eighteen months in prison. Mohamed, 
now forty years of age, and a native 
of Algiers, was disinherited early in 
life by his father, a wealthy merchant, 
and already he has been imprisoned a 
number of times, all on account of his 
opposition to war. 

He was charged with “provocation of 
military persons to disobedience.” 


No Other Way? 

Dear Editor: 

The Fellowship has succeeded in 
showing the futility of war. It has not 
succeeded in pointing out an alterna¬ 
tive. An outraged humanity cries out 
for some effective protest. And in these 
cries lies more of prayer, acceptable 
unto God, than in any thanks to Him 
that we are pure and unspotted from 
the world. 


In all humility we should acknowl¬ 
edge that we do not know an alterna¬ 
tive, and in that truly prayerful spirit, 
seek the help of Him, whose highest 
claim to our love lies in fact that He 
alone is the help of the helpless, and 
appeal to the millions of sufferers to 
seek the help of Him, who only to each 
sufferer can reveal the way to peace. 

In all humility, we should acknowl¬ 
edge not only our need of God, but 
our need of each other* Only in heart¬ 
felt recognition of these two needs, can 
a genuine Fellowship be built. No 
awareness of needs of that abstract 
humanity can excuse an insensitiveness 
to the need of a neighbor and “Thy 
neighbor,” as L. P, Jacks eloquently 
shows, “is the one next to us.” He only 
serves humanity who finds it concretely 
in person next door, in associates, in 
those who work with or for one. And 
he only serves God who discovers Him 
in the wretchedest of His creatures— 
“Even as ye have done it unto the least 
of these, ye have done it unto Me.” 

The Kingdom of Heaven has been 
compared unto a mustard seed—and 
our Fellowship should be that seed, a 
microcism of the kingdom of heaven. 
Our relations with one another should 
be as these of partakers in the king¬ 
dom of heaven. 

Again in all humility, we should pray 
that God may open our eyes to the 
need of those nearest, eyes too often 
closed by pride and selfishness, sus¬ 
tained by faith that the prayers of a 
humble and contrite heart will not go 
unanswered.

Refugees Make New Jobs 

The Economics of the Refugee Prob¬ 
lem, by Dorothy Frances Buxton with 
an introduction by Sir Norman AngelL 
The Focus Publishing Co. Ltd. Dever- 
eux Court, Strand, London W.C. 2. 
Price, three pence. 

That refugees turn out to be an as¬ 
set rather than a liability for the 
country of immigration is known by 
many of us who for years have been in 
daily contact with the victims of per¬ 
secution in their own states, victims of 
reel tape and bureaucracy, of ill will# 
jealousy and of meekness, even in those 
countries, where great private sacri¬ 
fices are being made to help them. 

Material which is now being col¬ 
lected in various countries gives proof 
of this fact. Some of this material is 
unfortunately held back, though it con¬ 
tains information which would be in¬ 
valuable in interviews with public of¬ 
ficials and representatives of certain 
professional and industrial organisa¬ 
tions who are always ready to throw 
political and psychological obstacles in 
the way of welcoming refugees. 

Dorothy Buxton's little book is a. 
pamphlet of 40 pages only, but it is 
full of facts and figures on what is 
certainly the most important part of 


the refugee problem. The study con¬ 
fines itself to the economic aspects of 
the question as it relates to Great 
Britain. It is especially concerned with 
the question of employment. It is just 
this question which rises like a wall in 
every conversation between advocates 
of a generous policy towards refugees 
and representatives of governments, 
trade-unions and professional organisa¬ 
tions. 

This pamphlet provides the very best 
ammunition for rejecting the sham ar¬ 
gument that admission of a given num¬ 
ber of refugees will increase the 
number of unemployed by so many. 
She proves that it is a fallacy to believe 
that unemployment is being increased 
by immigration; that the infiltration of 
refugees might, on the contrary, in¬ 
crease the mobility of British labour 
by increasing the demand for goods; 
that increased demand through new¬ 
comers' presence and efficiency may 
widen circles of prosperity. She com¬ 
pares government statements in the 
beginning of the present century and 
those in 1938 showing that the Royal 
Commission on Alien Immigration of 
1903 concluded that there was no proof 
for “any serious direct displacement 
of skilled English labour” and that the 
Home Secretary, on December 5th, 


1938, stated that “whereas 11,000 refu¬ 
gees had been admitted in recent years, 
it was known that 15,000 British work¬ 
ers had been given direct employment 
by them.” 

A very interesting fact mentioned in 
the study is the question how immigra¬ 
tion would bear upon the problem of 
the decline of population in England. 
In view of such decline the author con¬ 
siders is not merely desirable but im¬ 
mediately urgent to admit refugees on 
a large scale and quotes British ex¬ 
perts on the population problem who 
suggest that great and continued immi¬ 
gration from abroad may be one of 
two ways of checking the fatally rapid 
decline in population, which in its turn 
tends to increase unemployment. 

Dorothy Buxton deals only with the 
British aspects of the problem. But 
people in many other countries may find 
very much the same position in dealing 
with the refugee problem.

For a while I 
hoped that Allan Hunter would go, but he has just decided that 
he is unable to do so• I have asked President Albort Palmer 
but doubt very much if he will be able to acoept* 

It begins to look as though I would have to set out alone 
unless your circunstances have changed or you have new light 
on solving the financial problem. As I said all along, there 
is no one that I vjould rather go with than you. I have had 
favorable letters about the mission from Ted Walser in Tokyo 
and Luther Tucker in Shanghai. I have also talked with P». C. 
Hsu and the Chinese and Japanese Ambassadors in Washington. 
Both of the latter have promised letters of introduction and 
approve of my going* P. C. Hsu is exceedingly anxious that I 
should go and expects to be back in Shanghai when I arrive. 

From what the foregoing persons tell me we should be able 
to get around to the most important places. Roughly the itin¬ 
erary will be as follov/s: 


I plan to leave Vancouver September 2nd on the S. S. 
"Empress of Canada". I arrive in Yokohama September 16th and 
will probably remain there a fortnight. I shall then go to 
Korea, Mukden, Pekin, Tientsin, Shanghai, Canton and Hongkong. 
Then I hope to visit Chunking and the Provincial capitals in 
Free China. I shall probably remain in China until about Nov¬ 
ember 19, when I shall return to Japan until December 1st, when 
I return home on the "Empress of Canada". I believe that I 
have to have a speoial visa for China from our State Department 
but that is being looked into now* I have reserved two berths 
on the ship. Is there still a chanoe that you could come? I 
greatly wish that you might, for I feel particularly the great 
good that you would do through your wTiting and speaking when 
you return* 


Please let me know by air mail if there is a chanoe of your 
going.

REGIONAL CONFERENCES 
of the 

UNITED CHRISTIAN ADULT MOVEMENT 


These conferences were projected by the July 8-15, 1939, meeting of 
the United Christian Adult Movement Commission at Lake Geneva. The Commission 
represents the boards of various types of the participating denominations and 
the several cooperating national interdenominational agencies. These Regional 
Conferences were planned to take the place of any one meeting of the Commission 
in the summer of 1940. The 1939 meeting of the Commission set as its principal 
task the projection of a field program through which the United Christian Adult 
Movement could be promoted widely among the constituencies of the participating 
agencies. These Regional Conferences hold a primary place among the various 
field plans laid. 

Detailed planning of the Regional Conferences was committed to the 
Committee on Religious Education of Adults of the International Council of 
Religious Education at its meeting immediately following the Lake Geneva Con¬ 
ference of the Commission. This statement embodies the plans laid by that 
committee. The plans have been confirmed by a majority of the persons most 
directly concerned with executive responsibility. This statement is issued 
as a part of the Report of the Lake Geneva Conference, as a part of the Minutes 
of the Committee on Religious Education of Adults, and also for the purpose of 
interpreting the plans as a whole to the field executives, local, state or 
regional, and national, whose cooperation is sought in making them effective. 

The plans are meant to be flexible and adaptable to varied conditions 
in different regions. It is hoped that in many cases they will strengthen 
and enrich work already under way. Wherever ongoing denominational or inter¬ 
denominational enterprises can be related to, identified with, or carried forward 
by the general plans of the Regional Conferences, it is considered desirable 
so to do, and the Regional Committees are encouraged to make reasonable adap¬ 
tations to this end. It is obvious that if the resources and personnel necessary 
to make these Regional Conferences successful are to be available, they must 
serve very directly the needs and purposes to which such resources and personnel 
are already committed. This concerted plan is designed to strengthen existing 
forces and increase their efficiency in accomplishing the work for which they 
are responsible. The Regional Conferences should be greeted, then, not as an 
added burden or responsibility on field forces, but as the most effective way 
for accomplishing a task in adult education and action which is already their 
definite responsibility. 


1. PURPOSE 


1.1 To interpret the United Christian Adult Movement to field workers 
both volunteer and employed. 

1.2 To enlist and guide volunteer field workers in adult work. 

1.3 To give help on local church and community adult work to a selected 
group of delegates. 

1.4 To provide special assistance and training for local church teachers 
and prospective teachers in the Learning for Life Guided Study Program 
for Adults. 
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1.5 To plan a field promotion program within the region for getting the 
United Christian Adult Movement into operation in all local churches 
and communities through conferences, institutes, Schools in Christian 
Living, and seminars; particularly to help interdenominational agencies 
develop an effective adult work program which will support and re¬ 
enforce the denominational plans and policies already under way. 

Z. GENERAL CHARACTER . LOCATION . AND ADMINISTRATIV E PERSONNEL OF THE CONFERENCES 

2.1 It is expected that most of the conferences will be of a camp-conference 
type of one week duration, and held during the camp season of 1940. 

So long as the basic purposes are served, Regional Committees are 
encouraged to consider variations from this general plan to meet 
special needs or situations. The Regional Conferences are considered 
supplementary to rather than substitutes for the already planned con¬ 
ferences for the training of voluntary field workers in adult work. 

2.2 Eleven regions have been chosen and located with the hope that the 
great majority of the workers of the United States and Canada could 
reach a conference within one day’s drive, not to exceed 400 or 500 
miles. In some cases a particular camp location is suggested, though 
the actual selection of place and date is a responsibility of the 
Regional Committee hereinafter described. 

2.3 Administrative personnel. A "Director” for each conference has been 
named, together with a nucleus group of "Associates," mostly members 
of the Committee on Religious Education of Adults, who are expected 
to assist the Director in building a strong Regional Committee. In 
the following lists all persons not indicated as "requested" accepted 
assignment in the meeting of the Committee on Religious Education of 
Adults. Those not present in the Committee on Religious Education of 
Adults are herewith invited.

5. ADMINISTRATION AND PROMOTION 

5.1 Initial Approach to Region 

6.1.1 Munro to secure consent of Director and necleus committee or 
associates to serve. 
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5.1.2 Munro to send each denominational and state executive of adult work 
the general plan, the information about the nucleus committee, 

and the request that he pass the information on and secure the 
cooperation of: (l) other national denominational leaders in 
other boards (missions, evangelism, et cetera)} or (in states), 
other state or local agencies and leaders involved} ( 2 ) denomi¬ 
national field workers involved. Or, in case the executive prefers, 
that he request Munro to approach such leaders directly with in¬ 
formation and request for cooperation. 

5.1.3 Munro to keep Director informed of results. 

5.1.4 Director to consult other members of nucleus group and call a 
conference or arrange by correspondence the development of the 
Regional Committee, having in mind all United Christian Adult 
Movement Commissioners at Lake Geneva. 

6.2 Steps in Planning 

5.2.1 Director at once to begin investigation as to possible locations, 
dates, rates, accommodations, so as to have data for Regional 
Committee early in fall. 

5.2.2 Director to arrange meeting of Regional Committee in autumn 
with Munro present if possible. 

5.2.3 Selection of Conference Chairman, preferably an influential 
layman or general church official. 

5.2.4 Planning of Conference Program in detail. 

5.2.5 Selection and securing of leadership on basis of suggestions 
both from Regional Committee and Munro. 

5.2.6 Promotional plans laid. 

5.2.7 February meeting of Commission if possible to review developments 
to date. 

5.3 Administrative Responsibility 

5.3.1 Regional Committee to have final authority in all matters 
with the expectation that the common plan would be followed 
as far as possible, 

5.3.2 Director to be executively responsible for the Conference as a whole, 
including all business matters. 

5.3.3 Regional Committee to carry financial responsibility in accordance 
with suggestions made under "financial policies." 

6. FINAHCIAL POLICIES 

6.1 The conferences are expected to be self-supporting, assuming that leader¬ 
ship will be largely contributed. Any subsidy available from the Inter¬ 
national Council of Religious Education to be used for supplying materials 

and resource leadership. 
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6.2 The delegate’s fee ought to be somewhere between 1>2.00 and ^3.50 for 
the week, with extra charge for materials used or distributed. It is 
suggested that churches or other appointing agencies pay all or part 
of this. 

6.3 The participating agencies (state councils, denominational units 

in region) should be asked to underwrite a minimum budget by a guarantee 
of an accepted quota of registrants, any deficit to be distributed 
among unfilled quotas. Other ways of underwriting as by sponsors, or 
special subsidies may be used. 

6.4 In cases.where an ongoing enterprise can be adapted to serve the 
purposes of the regional conference, it is assumed that corresponding 
adjustments would be made in both administrative and financial policies. 

7. PROMOTION 

7.1 A common folder with blank space for specific data may be used. 

7.2 United Christian Adult Movement Commissioners at Lake Geneva in 1939 
to be considered a promotional staff. 

7.3 Quota plans and delegate principle to be recommended. 

7.4 February meeting to be used for promotional purposes. 

7.5 General promotion to be given in the religious press through the 
efforts both of Munro and the Regional Committees.

TO MEMBERS OF THE COUNCILi 
Dear Council Member: 

Following my letter to you of June 3rd, replies 
came in from the Council which approved adoption by a 
vote of almost complete approval, only three being op¬ 
posed, of the Recommendations of the Committee on Staff 
and Program outlined in my letter. 

Fbllowing this mandate, I talked with Ai J• 

Muste on his return from the Pacific Coast* He had 
made contact with various members of our Pacific Coast 
Committee and with Harold Stone Hull, our Pacific Coast 
Secretary. He was completely favorable to the contin¬ 
ued employment of Mr. Hull for another year. 

Mr. Muste also talked with Donovan Smucker, in 
Ohio, whom the Executive Committee was considering for 
their Youth Secretary. He warmly approved this choice. 
The results of an inquiry in other quarters, which I 
was asked to make, have also proved favorable* I have 
therefore, as authorized by tho Executive Committee 
mooting of Juno 1st, concluded negotiations with Mr. 
Donovan E. Smucker to become Youth Secretary of the Fel¬ 
lowship. Ho will begin work August 15 and tho appoint¬ 
ment (subject to tho annual appointments of all staff 
by the Council at our Fall Conference) is for one yoar. 

I am happy to report that Mr. Smucker has ac¬ 
cepted. He and his wife Barbara Smuckor are members of 
tho Mennonito Church. He is twenty-four, a graduate of 
Bluffton Collogo with a year's work at Yale Divinity 
School and since January 1938 Executive Secrotary of the 
Kansas Institute of International Relations. He writes: 
"It gave mo real satisfaction to note tho religious as¬ 
pect of this call to tho Fellowship of Reconciliation. 
Like many others I too havo never believed more fervently 
in the truonoss of reconciliative pacifism than today.... 
Today our young people, disillusioned with tho mon and 
movements which sanction violonco, aro turning to re- 
ligjous pacifism." 

I am very hopeful that Don and Barbara Smuckor 
will do notablo work for the Fellowship. I bog all 
members of tho Council to wolcomo thorn cordially to our 
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circle and cooperate with them and our youth work to the fullest ex¬ 
tent possible. In case any of you wish to write to him, his address 
is, for the next month, c/o National Council for the Prevention of 
War, 532 17th St., N.W., Washington, D. C. 

In accordance with the ooncern laid upon me by International 
Fellowship.of Reconciliation, Embassies and the Council of the American 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, I shall soon be visiting the Orient, I 
expect to sail from Vancouver, September 2nd, on the S. S. Empress of 
Canada. Unless my plans have to be changed, I will reach Vancouver, 
returning, December 13th. I beg for your advice and prayers in the 
difficult mission ahead of me. 

Regretting that I shall not bo able to be present at the Ihll 
Conference, and with confidence that that conference and the work of

Neither readily nor easily can I express the really deep apprec- • 
iation I feel for your concern and interest and hopes. More than once 
I've feared that hopes were and are based on overestimates of my abil¬ 
ity, and do not take into account genuine personal inadeauacies. How¬ 
ever, I will do my bewt to be worthy of all three. 

On the same question, viz. Pendle Hill, Dick Gregg writes another 
good letter which, because of its brevity, I'm repeating below. 

♦Dear Phil:- You are not mature enough for Pendle Hill. You have 
got to prove yourself by real accomplishment somewhere first: deeds 
not talk or aspirations. I’ve written P.H. to that effect. 

I'd advise you to stop trying to hitch your waggon to a star. 

Instead, hitch your star to a waggon. I mean, get down to brass 
tacks and do some steady humdrum work, work, work for months on end. 
Prove your stuffin. Actions speak louder than words. 

It was nice to see you at Camp Mack. I thought It was an excellent 
conference. Best wishes always." Sincerely, Dick Gregg 

I was sorry you couldn't have been with us at Camp Mack. All who 
were there felt it well worth while and went home with renewed vigor to 
the 'steady humdrum work..." of building up local teams rather than try¬ 
ing to build an elaborate superstructure of a youth council, field sec¬ 
retaries, etc. But we were glad at any siggs and elated at definite 
trends we saw towards close cooperation by the pacifist groups. One 
xaiHB conclusion that has grown in me is the value of unofficial roving 
'field secretaries' here in America as well as in Europe — which latter 
thing Paul Harris spoke moving about.

Dear Kirby: 

The outline of your proposed book is most interesting. With 
your really remarkable ability and resourcefulness in gathering and 
organizing materials, I am sure such a volume ought to render a very 
large service. It would be fine if such a book could be brought 
out cooperatively by a number of the denominational publishing houses. 

I am writing the Chairman of the Publishers* Section of the Inter¬ 
national Council, through which our best contacts for this sort of 
thing are mediated. It is very likely that they would want to put 
a considerably higher price than one dollar upon a book of this size. 

But it is worthwhile to make the proposal to them anyway. The chances 
are that no definite action would be taken by them until their meeting 
next February in connection with our annual meetings. In the meantime, 
of course, you could go ahead with the work, with the understanding that 
if we could not get an interdenominational plan of publication, the 
book could still be published as your others have been. 

We had a most fruitful meeting of the Committee on Religious 
Education of Adults the three days following the close of the Lake 
Geneva Conference. Twenty-three were in attendance, and I have never 
seen a group work more effectively for a three day period. One of 
the principal outcomes, as you know, of our planning at Lake Geneva 
was the projection of a series of Regional Conferences for hext year. 

I am enclosing the general plan as developed by the Committee on 
Religious Education of Adults. Our hope is that we can make arrangements 
for you to be in a number of these conferences. You have just the 
contribution which we need in this movement. 

One very important request is made of you by the Committee on 
Religious Education of Adults. They voted to instruct me to ask you 
if you would be willing to prepare for the Christian Century an article 
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giving your own interpretation , evaluation, and critical analysis of 
the United Christian Adult Movement growing out of your contacts with 
our planning group at Lake Geneva. As you perhaps know, the Christian 
Century in its editorial policy is not too friendly toward the religious 
educational movement, and therefore it is not likely that one of our 
regular committee members or national directors could get the Century 
to publish an article which he might write. We believe, however, the 
Century would probably be glad to have an article from you; and for 
the sake of the influence of the Century among liberal minded ministers, 
we would be glad to have it carry the article. If you would be good 
enough to prepare the article and submit it to the Century , in case 
they would not use it we would be glad to have it and would make other 
use of it. Our primary desire, however, js to have it appear in the 
Century . 

We shall long remember how you enriched us at Lake Geneva.

RUSSIA TODAY 


Dear Friends: 

I am -writing from the strategic Ukraine in southern Russia on my fifteenth 
visit to this challenging and disturbing country—‘twice under the Czarist regime 
and thirteen times under the present Soviet Government, 

Our annual American Seminar is studying the danger zones of Europe in this 
fateful pre-war year. The group has just visited Britain, Germany, Poland, and 
Russia and is now on the way to Roumania, Hungary, Italy, Austria, Switzerland 
and France. Our program in London waq remarkable and the speakers critically 
analyzed for us the present world situation. They included Lord Halifax, David 
Lloyd-George, Lord Cecil, Lord and lady Astor, Lord Lothian, Ambassador Kennedy, 
the Archbishop and the Dean of Canterbury, A. Duff Cooper, Sir Arthur Salter, 

Sir Alfred Zimmern, Malcolm MacDonald on Palestine, leaders of the Conservative, 
Labor, and Liberal parties, H. N. Brailsford, S. K. Ratcliffe, and others. No 
speaker was able adequately to defend Mr. Chamberlain, who in this serious world 
crisis has so estranged public opinion and so largely lost the confidence of almost 
all save the Tories of Britain and a few pacifists. 

In Danzig were Hitler*s representatives who had just seen him and who quoted 
his last word to them: "When we take Danzig, all the world will know it; it will 
not be a surprise. Action will be taken in Germany itself, not in Danzig." (Per¬ 
haps by a proclamation bestowing citizenship in the Reich on all Germans in Danzig.) 
The eoonamic situation in Germany has seriously and steadily deteriorated. The 
Nazis can continue for some years if peace is maintained but, in my judgment, they 
cannot possibly win either a "lightning" or a long war. 

We found Soviet Russia, as formerly, both fascinating and irritating. The 
casual tourist sees only barbaric splendor-—and filth; a titanic building program 
but a lack of most of the amenities and comforts of our own material civilization. 

A true interpreter, however, must seek to look deeper into the heart of this 
gigantic experiment in revolution. This year there seems to be a swing of the 
pendulum toward increasing isolation. There is still an evident distrust of 
foreigners, especially as it is known that there are so many spies here. What 
they regard as the betrayal of the democracies of Czechoslovakia and the Spanish 
Republic by Chamberlain has left the Russians cynical. 

Selfish isolation and "neutrality" naturally appeal powerfully both to the 
U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. Soviet leaders might think, why not let Britain and France 
on the one hand, and Germany, Italy and their allies on the other, half destroy 
each other in war and thus weaken both the imperialist and fascist countries? 

Might not such an imperialist-fascist war leave on top of the world any strong, 
self-sufficient nation that stays out of the conflict, and thus further the spread 
of its own system of government, when other war—torn nations might be falling in¬ 
to anarchy or revolution as did Czarist Russia after the last World War? Thus 
it might appear to the Russians, though as yet there is scarcely ^ word of informa¬ 
tion in their press about their foreign policy in the present situation. They feel 
certain that they can defend themselves alone and without aid even if they are 
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attacked on two fronts at once, and with complete confidence they leave all deci¬ 
sions to their totalitarian leaders. There is, of course, no democratic discus¬ 
sion of foreign policy whatever, either oral or written. There is no longer any 
press censorship for foreign correspondents, hut also no official news whatever 
is given out, save what the foreigner can glean or surmise from their own completely 
controlled morning papers. And the press is almost silent on the question of war 
on the eastern or western front. Though scores of planes are being shot down on 
both sides on the Mongolian border, the fact is scarcely mentioned here. The 
parades, plays and cinemas prepare the people for the defense of their country, 
especially in the Ukraine where I am now writing*, This defense is to be by tractors 
and harvester-combines in peace time and by tanks and airplanes in war time, all 
of which are everywhere in evidence as we go through the countryside. Yet, strange¬ 
ly, there is less interest in discussing the war in the Soviet Union than in any 
country we have visited* When I reminded the Russians that Hitler had said in his 
Mein Kampf that he would capture their Ukraine, they almost yawned and said: "Le^s 
have some tea. 11 They feel as safe and indifferent as American farmers in Iowa* 

I fear the Soviet-Hazi pact will prove to be a green light signal for Hitler 
to go ahead, especially after the refusal of the American Congress to revise its 
neutrality legislation, which will be eagerly interpreted in Germany as America 1 s 
unwillingness to sell munitions and supplies to tho endangered democracies. If 
Hitler advances, Poland and Roumania, however bravo, cannot defend themselves 
against the powerful German War machine, nor could Britain render them effective 
aid. Hitler might then march through Hungary to Roumanian he could take Danzig 
and begin to dismember Poland as he did Czechoslovakia. In the South he would 
seek to involve Italy and then, if that should eventuate in world war, he could 
advance through Switzerland, Italy and Spain in an attack upon France, Holland, 
and Denmark, while daily bombing London and Paris by hundreds of planes* 

The prospect is still serious. In eight successive victories in the last 
eight years, the Axis powers have advanced and the democracies have compromised 
and retreated. Manchuria, Ethiopia, Spain, China, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Memel, 
and Albania mark the milestones, if not the tombstones, of the retreat of the 
democracies. How Danzig is threatened and we may soon fear a new Sarajevo. The 
signing of the Soviet-Hazi non-aggression pact will not absolutely preclude, but 
makes much more improbable, a British-Soviet pact* War is more certain than ever* 

I have visited this strange country of Russia on an average of every other 
year for the last three decades* If I may attempt briefly to estimate the present 
situation from a political, economic, and military standpoint, I would say that 
the Soviet Union is ponderously, even titanically, forging ahead despite all its 
many handicaps and adversaries. There is markedly less tension this year than 
last since the purge was ended in December, 1938, with the "liquidation” of the 
fanatic liquidator and terrorist, Yezhov* The last two decades have witnessed 
three successive purges of the Soviets 1 enemies — the bourgeoisie, the kulaks, 
and the Trotskyites. 

Economically the Soviet Union is now fulfilling the Third Five Year Plan. 

They are still somewhat behind in some great essentials in the production of coal, 
mining, steel, iron, oil, timber, machine tools, building and clothing. In 
several of these they have fulfilled, however, from 89 to 94 per cent of their 
ambitious plan. In other items the plan is being over-fulfilled. They are pro¬ 
gressing in railways, in textiles, in light industry for consumption goods, in 
food supplies of bread, meat, and dairy products, and in the production of auto¬ 
mobiles, trucks, and tractors. They are still backward, however, in livestock* 

As a whole Russia has been lifted in its total production from fifth to second 











place among the nations of the world* exceeded only by the United States* T/tfhile 
most countries have declined in production during the last decade of the world 
depression* the Soviet Union has been forging forward* increasing its output dur¬ 
ing every year of the depression* 

In record-breaking time they are building the most beautiful marble subways 
in the world* and far surpassing the record of the Suez or Panama Canals as in 
four years they are connecting Moscow with five seas* north and south* by the 
Moscow-Volga Canal. Everywhere they are rebuilding growing cities. A decade ago 
Magnetogorsk was a nomad village with some five hundred inhabitants* Here for 
three centuries under Czar ism* with primitive pick and shovel and a distant smelter 
they had produced some two thousand tons of pig iron a year* About that vast 
mountain of magnetic iron a decade of Soviet construction has now built a modern 
city with a quarter of a million population and modern iron and steel plants at 
a cost of $400*000*000* already producing two million tons a year. 

Economically there are certain favorable factors which account for the 
material achievements of the Soviet Union during the last two decades* These 
would include the vast size and resources of this land which covers nearly a sixth 
of the habitable globe* These resources are harnessed to a unified* planned econ¬ 
omy which is undoubtedly the boldest and* in theory at least* the most effective 
planning the world has ever known. For motivation these resources are developed 
and this plan is driven* under a unified philosophy of life* by the nascent en¬ 
thusiasm and passion of the first workers* republic or proletarian state in history* 

Yet, despite all this* something is still seriously wrong in this amazing 
land. INhile America suffers in its periodic crises and depressions from so-called 
"over-production 11 and under-consumption* the Soviet Union cannot as yet produce 
half enough consumption goods to satisfy its own people. If it were transported 
bodily over here* every large five and ten cent store in America would be almost 
mobbed by vast crowds trying to buy every article in the store* which is better 
in quality, larger in quantity* and far cheaper in price than anything in this 
country. For Russiais.still a land of scarcity. 

In my judgment the following factors account for this partial failure: 1* 

Their present 28,000,000 employed workers were but yesterday* for the most part* 
illiterate* casual peasants* utterly unprepared to handle their vast industrial 
plant* 2. A large proportion of their men* materials* and capital must now be 
diverted to defensive preparation for war; 3. There is still an ominous turnover 
in labor under poor living conditions* as high as 100 per cent in some industries; 

4. The removal of nearly four-fifths of the leaders in many departments of govern¬ 
ment* industry and the general staff of tho army because of guilt or suspicion in 
the recent ovor-zoalous purge was a heavy handicap; 5. More serious is the top- 
heavy* over^centralized* cast-iron bureaucracy in Moscow which will not decentral¬ 
ize; 6* Their over-ambitious first five year plans attempted too much in too short 
a time* often under violent coercion* when their heads were "dizzy with success ; 

7* The Soviet Union feels it is still surrounded by enemies. 

More important than any other factor* however* is the still undisciplined 
character of this truly great people* not yet capable of sustained* effective 
unified organization. Until the formation of the Russian Republics, the Czechs 
were the only disciplined Slavic people* 

Defensively* the two impregnable and unconquerable nations are the U.SJW and 
the U.S.S.R* Both are isolated and almost self-sufficient. Both havo inexhaust¬ 
ible resources* which are boing developed by a great people. Russia has an affect¬ 
ive army of noarly two million men* a largo air forco and* including her vast 
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reserves, some 18,000,000 trained men, or more than three times the number of 
Germany. After repeated inquiry from unprejudiced observers, I am convinced that 
the Russian army has not been seriously affected by the purge. But as earnestly 
as isolated Americans, the Russians desire peace to provide for an abundant life, 
not the holocaust of destructive warfare. 

Religion survives here, especially among the older generation. Last week I 
attended the service in one of eighteen open churches in Moscow which have never 
been closed. Here the Christians reported an average attendance of some two 
hundred every night in the week and every night in the yean, with over a thousand 
every Saturday night and Sunday morning. 

At a cultural reception given us here in Kiev, a former Mohammedan told me 
that ninety per cent of his fellow Moslems in his distant Arab province had become 
atheists, and a Jewish professor estimated that some ninety-two per cent of all 
Jews in this section had abandoned their religion. This he attributed partly to 
the harsh, unsatisfying character of orthodox Judaism, and partly to the appeal 
of "scientific", rational anti-religion. Here on our last Sunday in Russia, with 
the blare of a raucous radio thundering their propaganda for hours, ’’ani'd the en¬ 
circling gloom" of this dogmatic atheism, our American party has just conducted 
its own deeply moving service of worship as we sang: "Lead, kindly light," "Faith 
of our fathers, living still in spite of dungeon, fire and sword," and "For all 
the saints who from their labors rest." 

In closing, may I personally say that whatever may be the material achieve¬ 
ments of the Soviet Union, there are in the system at least three essential evils 
that make it for me forever morally impossible: 1. There is a denial or severe 
abridgment of political and civil liberties; 2. There is an emphasis upon violence, 
which is considered as absolutely necessary, and at times almost desirable in it¬ 
self; 3. There is a harsh dogmatism and dogmatic atheism in the communist sys¬ 
tem very painful for an Anglo-Saxon who is accustomed to complete religious 
liberty and toleration. 

As I see it, there are two major experiments in the world today—the Soviet 
experiment based on the principle of justice, and the Anglo-Saxon experiment in 
liberty. Here their ideal and aim is justice, without much liberty. In America 
with its unemployment, its slums, its segregated Negroes, its third of the popu¬ 
lation ill-fed, ill-clad, and ill-housed, we have liberty without much justice 
for the under-privileged. In my judgment, neither system can succeed nor should 
succeed as it is today. Each will probably make its contribution to the future 
social order that must include both justice and liborty. 

At three points I believe the Soviet Union, with all its titanic and barbaric 
evils, will challenge the world and will make history: 1. Here is a land that has 
dared to socialize or share all means of production, all land and all wealth; 2. 
Here is a nation that seeks to give approximately equal justice to all, in order 
to end forever poverty, slums and glaring injustice; 3. Here is a land which is 
seeking to build immediately a classless society where there shall be neither 
rich nor poor, Jew nor Gentile, white nor black. 

Who knows but that in same better, distant day we "Christian" nations may 
rise above race and color prejudice and may be willing to grant equal justice to 
all our people? And who can say that the Russians may not learn liberty and 
'toTeranoe so that vital, dynamic, rational religion may return to this land which 
is at present a partial spiritual vacuum? Sincerely yours.

Perhaps you recall the dinner we had together at my 

Fraternity House last Fall-and then your most interesting speech 

and subsequent dash for the rail-road train at Portlandl It wa9 i 
indeed a pleasure and a privilege to know you, even for that short 
-time. It was my sincere hope then, as it is my earnest wish now, 
that you might again visit Bowdoin. And so I should be more than 
pleased if you could accept my invitation to you as speaker of 
our Religious Forum, for next February 12. 

First let me tell you of our Religious Forum at Bowdoin- 

its aim and how it is run. It was started nine years ago by an undergraduate 

of the College, and since then the undergraduates of Bowdoin have 

conducted the Forum much as it was originally conceived. Thus, for 

a period of three days during the mid-winter term, a minister has 

been invited to each fraternity house on campus. He lives with the 

fellewB of the house to which he has been asked, and every evening 

more or less informal discussions are held along a preconceived theme*— 

such as'."Freedom of Religion", or "Why Christianity?". In this way the 

Forum gives opportunity for spontaneous discussion and questioning! on 

the part of each student; and a more intimite relationship than can 

be normally obtained by a minister. Gathered around a comfortable 

fire in the Living-room of the Fraternity House, the discussions 

often g© far into the night. 


I have been ajpointed chairman of the Forum for this coming 
year, and have planned it for Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday February 
12, 15, 14. I have noticed in past Forums that the informal discussions 
tend to tadiate from the central theme of the Forum along the more 
personal feelings and ideas of the fellows. This is of course one of 

the beauties of informal discussion-yet it can be exaggerated, and at 

the expense of a deeper and more worthwhile contribution from the more 
mature and more experienced intellect of the minister. T« insure 
that this important part of our Forum would not be negelectdd this coming 
year, I have conceived the idea of a more formal speech, addressed to 
the whole College,on thesfirst night of the Forum, and as an introduction 
to the more informal discussions at the various Fraternity Houses. The 
introductory speech would an approach to religion in its broadest implications 

as a working philosophy of life for each individual-as of importance to 

the^scientist, the business-man, the politician as well as the religious 
thinker.

Dear Kirby: 

Just a short note from this side of the 
world to let you know that all is well and 
tho,t the summer has been more than fruitful 
from the standpoint of experiences. Shervjood 
Eddy was far enough ahead of me this time that 
our paths did not cross,but we have seen many 
whom he interviewed earlier in the summer. 

Peace seems to be a foreign word to the 
majority over here this year. Whether or not 
a war can be permanently avoided, I do not 
know, but the prospects at the present time are dim. I fleio 
to Danzig to see how bad the situation was, and I found, it 
definitely German, determined to throw in with Hitler, and 
in a fever heat of excitement. When I reached Warsaw, I 
met what might hone been cxpected--a fierce determination 
not to give one single inch, even though war might follow) 
failure to yield . The evident hatred was a sorrowful sight, 
for of course the Poles have not forgotten the decades they 
spent under foreign domination. So often I wished that you 
migh' 1 have been with me to gather materials for your work, 
to interpret for us, and to add that touch that only one 
with your attitudes and background can supply.

Comments on”Ind ivi dual ism and Socialism" 


Kirby Page’s point of view is very close to my cwn ideas. His 
combining a matter-of-fact Knowledge with elevating idealism brings 
the reader in intimate contact with his personality. Yet, I think 
sometimes, the material is over-simplified, apparently for the 
reason to maxc it comprc hen sable for the so-called intelligent 
average reader. But this may be an advantage. The main weakness 
of the book in my opinion is, that it docs not prepare the reader 
for the, say, possibility, that the ruling groups of today will not 
silently watch the increase of socialist influence in the States, 
and will eleiminate democracy before-the workers and the small- 
middle class have gained control over the state machine. The book 
emphazises the certainty that a just order may be created by pro¬ 
paganda, by enlightening the masses, by democratic means. I see 
a real danger in this method which is based on an illusion, as it 
leaves the masses entirely unprepared for the moment when the 
democratic institution will be eliminated by those - then still 
in power and in possession of the weapons - who fear for the 
loss of their privileges. The refusal to participate in "olass 
warfare” would bring those for whose human rights Mr. Page'is 
speaking, in an absolute hopeless position at the very moment 
when they think that they had reached the goal. If I were an 
American and would have a detailed knowledge of that country 
and its forces etc. I would try to help in the preparation of 
plans as hotf to fight a dictatorship, as so far no technique 
has been developed for such an eventuality. The workers and 
middle class people in Germany, for instance, were entirely 
unprepared and collapsed without the least effort to save them¬ 
selves and the country for the same reason that they had been 
educated to trust in the system of general voting right. The 
labor party in England is apparently entirely without means to 
check the slow realization of a capitalist dictatorship in that 
country. Mr. Page finds, to mention this as an example, a 
number of excuses for the Social-Democratic Parfry of Germany 
to explain their failure bit fails to see the essential point: 
lack of preparedness for the moment democracy would be wiped out* 

I never can forgive the official leaders of German Socialists 
that they, with all means, good and foul, suppressed those men 
who pointed at that danger, and even eliminated them from the 
party. After .such a lesson, Mr. Pago should advocate something 
better than hope in the ballots. But still it is a great book 
and I benefitted immensely from reading it, and want to read 
some parts again.

My dear Mr.Page, 


I 7;as happy, indeed, to learn that you are feeling better 
and I need hardly say that I hope your complete recovery will be 
achieved far sooner than you exoect. 

It is gratifying to find at least one liberal to whom 
the Oxford Group is not completely anathema. I sucrose you have 
seen the recent editorial in the Nation, and that is unfortunate¬ 
ly the view of many who either do not know the actual workings of 
the Group or who are unwilling to face themselves and become aware 
of their own contribution to the evils of time which they so vo¬ 
cally deplore. Yours is, frankly, the most appreciative statement 
that I have heard from the liberal .camp. In answer to your criti¬ 
cism regarding its lack of social program, and because I know how 
devoted you are to the cause of peace, I shall take the liberty to 
describe at length what the Group has meant to me and why I think 
its work is preliminary to the carrying out of any other program 
for human betterment. 

As you know, the Group calls itself an organism, not an 
organization, -- and that, I feel, is an accurate description. It 
has no clan in the sense of having a blueprint of its program. In 
fact, it has no body of belief or doctrine beyond this very simole 
one! that God has a plan for the universe and for everything in it, 
and that, if we will, we can nut ourselves in touch with God. who 
then, through guidance, tells us what we need to know in order to 
carry out that plan. 

But it is not necessary to accent even this fundamental 
thesis in order to apply and get the benefit of the very simple 
technique. It is this technique which I consider its main contrib¬ 
ution and which seems to me to have comolete validity regardless of 
any doctrine that may be associated with it, whether it be based on 
morality, science, or religion. Where one's philosophy or faith in¬ 
cludes a belief in all three, the technique to which I refer, is 
likely to have quicker and more far reaching results. 

You probably know that in its essence it consists in the 
simole formula of giving your sub-conscious free rein and writing 
down the thoughts and suggestions for action that come to you. The 
chief condition of the successful functioning of the method is 
obedience to this inner voice, which the religiously inclined call 
God. 


What actually haopens as one oractices the method is this 
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In the first place, the writing down of guidance, — to 
use the terminology of the Group — provides a regular means of 
psychic elimination, just as important if not more important than 
physical elimination. But unlike the ordinary psychiatric or psycho¬ 
analytic method, it at the same time initiates constructive and 
satisfying action, which helps to solidify the gain by substituting 
simultaneously, new and healthful reaction patterns for those that 
have been discarded. At no point in the process is there that sense 
of having lost one's bearing*so common in the psycho-analytic pro¬ 
cedure. In fact, just the contrary is true.,Each day becomes more 
meaningful, because losing increasingly the sense of frustration 
and ineffectiveness, we are so much more at peace with ourselves 
and with others. 

Where the practice of seeking daily guidance is, accom¬ 
panied by "surrender to God" through a complete act of faith, we 
have the additional incalculable advantage of getting rid of fear. 
"Sharing" the results of our guidance as well as our personal 
history and transgressions with a member of the Group who has al¬ 
ready gone through the preliminary stages and who is equally will¬ 
ing to share| plus "restitution" for the purpose of eliminating con¬ 
flict from one 1 s personal relationships, complete the procedure. 

But the implications and ramifications of this very 
simple formula are such that I believe it holds the key to the 
solution of all our problems. 

The method is a form of self-analysis, more effective 
and complete than that of any psychiatrist, because through faith 
it dispels fear and through restitution guilt, those emotions 
which above all others create the barriers between man and man, 
group and group. 

Through concentrating on self, through recognizing in 
oneself the qualities that we have so deplored in others; through 
determining to eliminate them and their causes, a second revolu¬ 
tionary step is taken. Confessing to your opponent your own re¬ 
sponsibility for the misunderstanding and your determination tP 
right the wrong, immediately disarms him and produces in him a 
like reaction. The reasons for. this are obvious* - All thought and 
emotion are contagious, good as well as bad. Besides*by your own 
change you have changed his environment. The thing in you that pro¬ 
duced the negative reaction in him is gone, and with it goes the 
reaction. 


And what is true in the individual instance is equally 
true in the group and the larger social unit. 

There have, of course, been fewer instances of it, though 
they do exist, because thesreaction between the groups is predicat¬ 
ed on changing enough of the people within each group and of chang¬ 
ing those who are important enough to influence the action of the 
group as a whole. 

The question inevitably arises: "How can one distinguish 
guidance from one's own selfish wishes?" The check we ourselves, 
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as individuals, can use are the four standards of absolute honesty, 
purety, unselfishness, and love. If we examine our acts from that 
point of view, even though we know we shall not comoletely achieve 
anyone of these standards, we are certainly likely to act in a man¬ 
ner far more calculated to fit in with the social good than if we 
considered merely ourselves, our desires, and our own wills. There 
is, however, the further check of team work. No Grouper acts on his 
own if he can possibly "share" with other people. This sharing, this 
planning and seeking guidance together, is further assurance of de¬ 
veloping socially desirable action. In the family the sharing is 
done between husband and wife, aawl children, and servants, where 
there are any ,and if they are willing. In other groups, with those 
who share the resnonsibility for that group. 

This reliance on guidance precludes a plan In the sense 
of having an outline of any Utopia or near Utopia. It means, how¬ 
ever, an open-mindedness, a willingness to adapt to and consider 
new conditions as they arise, to be at the disposal of any who may 
need you, to be ready to 3 erve in any capacity, and with any group. 

It is far more democratic than any other organization I 
have ever known, for it nlaces the resnonsibility for the condition 
of the world squarely upon the shoulders of each individual, and it 
is truly extraordinary how the individual who is thoroughly commit¬ 
ted to guidance rises to that resnonsibility without, however, re¬ 
lieving "others of their share. Every thoroughly guided person makes 
a continuous surrender to God's will, and serves largely to free 
others to do likewise. At the same time, he truly "lives creative¬ 
ly" to the maximum of his ability. 

I shall ask you to consider what the world would be like 
if we all or even a sizable minority lived up to the four absolutes. 
Is there any question in your mind that most of our nroblems would 
disannear under these circumstances? The enclosed leaflet gives a 
glimpse of such a world as conceived by an English workman. 

The usual argument at this ooint is: "Assuming that all 
this is true, it would take forever to change the world by this in¬ 
dividual method that you pronose." That was my objection as well; 
but then I figured out how long it would take to change the United 
States if each person'that was changed would annly himself to the 
task of changing others. The answer is that if we were beginning 
from the very beginning, it would require only twenty seven series. 

I do not think it is over-stating the case to say that we are al¬ 
ready more than half way through which would mean that approximately 
thirty thousand neople are already committed to this way of life. 

This discovery,as well as the realization of the unquest¬ 
ioned value in this approach to life's problems in my own Individu¬ 
al case, has made me feel that the things for which the world has 
been striving for these many centuries is at last within our grasp. 

I look forward with much eagerness to reading "Religious 
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Resources", not only because your works are always interesting and 
worth while, but because I feel certain that it will throw much 
light on the very problem with which this letter deals. I suspect 
also that we shall find ourselves of very much the same mind. My 
sincere thanks. 

I am taking the liberty likewise of sending you two short 
books on the subject of the Oxford Group and its procedure. I trust 
you will not be too busy to let me have your comments on them, as 
well as your reaction to that which I have here attempted to set 
forth.
